CAPTAIN M. I. KIMSEY 
LEADING LAWYER, DIES 


Career of Old Clayton County 
Citizen Comes to End in 


His 67th Year. 


Captain William T. Kimsey, aged 67 
years, one of the most prominent mem- 
bers for many years of the Georgia 
bar, died at his home at Kimsey sta- 
tion, near Forest Park, at $3 o’elock 
yesterday afternoon. 

Funeral services, at which Rev S. B. 
King will officiate, will be heid at 11 
o'clock Monday morning in Jones’ 
chapel, near Forest Park, and the body 
will be interred there. 

Captain Kimsey was born in Clay- 
ton county, Ga., in 1859, and he lived 
in that county practically all of his 
life. As a young man he was admit- 
ted to ithe bar, and up to the time of 
his death the ractice of law had been 
mainly his life’s work, and in it he 
achieved signal success and state-wide 
distinction. 

For nine years he was etate solicitor 
for the Stone Mountain district. Prior 
to that he had served six pease as clerk 
of the superior court of Clayton coun- 
ty, and had represented his county 
he state legislature, 
making in all nineteen years he served 
as a public official. 

He was a life-long. member of and 
an enthusiastic worker in the Baptist 
church, standing 1 be in its councils; 

d in fraternity life he was a mem- 
er of the Masonic order and of the 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. He was 
an enthusiast in educational matters,

to Try for Many Good Jobs. 


American citizens of almost all man- 
ners of bent and vocation, desiring to 
attach their names to Uncle Sam's con- 
stantly growing pay-roll, will be given 
an pertunity to at least try for a 
job during the next thirty days, ac- 
cording to announcement made yester- 
day by the secretary of the Fifth United 
States civil service district, whose of- 
fice is in the Federal building, Atianta, 
and the variety of positions available is 
o great as to make the list of almost 
universal interest.. 

Examinations are to be held for eli- 
gibles ranging from the position of 
Thief statistician for vital statistics, 

ying $3,000 a year to start with, 

own to that of blacksmith and horse- 

shoer, which offers the man who 
“makes good” $720 a year; but, of 
course, in that job, as in every other 
Offered by the 2223 good men 
only are wanted, and whenever Unele 
Sam employs a good man and he proves 
his — by efficient service, he has 
a change to “grow.” 

These examinations are to be held in 
the states of Alabama, Florida, Geor- 

a, Mississippi, South Carolina and 

ennessee—which states constitute the 
fifth civil service district. 


First Test Next Wednesday. 


The first examination of the lot will 
be that for junior mechanical engineer, 
two grades, paying $720 to $1,680 a 
year, to be held next Wednesday. he 
examination is to fill vacancies now 
and as they may occur in the interstate 
commerce commission. From three to 
five years’ experience in mechanical 
engineering in railroad work is re- 
paired of applicants. Graduation in me- 
chanical engineering will be accepted 
in lieu of a part of the required ex- 

erience, and the applicant must be 

etween 21 and 36 years old. 

Also on the same day examinations 
will be held to select junior signal en- 
gineer, also to fill vacancies in the in- 
terstate commerce commission, a posi- 
tion which pays between 720 and 
$1,600. This, too, requires of eligibles 
that they must have had three to five 
years’ expérience in railway signal en- 

ineering work, or else a diploma show- 
ng graduation from an engineering 
school. 

Similar examinations will be held 
on the same date, also for work with 
the same federal commission, and pay- 
ing similar salaries, to select eligibles 
for junior telegraph and telephone en- 
gineer and junior electrical engineer. 


Work in Census Bureau. 


On April 25 examinations will be 
held to select eligibles to the position 
of chief statistician for vital statistics 
open to men only, between 30 and 5 
years old. The post pays $3,000 a year, 
and it is in connection with the fed 
eral census bureau. Competitors will 
not be assembled r examination, but 
will be rated on test in statistics, 
thesis, education and experience. Grad- 
uation from an accredited medical 
school and four years’ experience in 
charge of vital statistics of a city 
or state are required. 

Associate engineer-physicists, a po- 
sition paying $2,000 to $3,000 per an- 
num, are wanted for work in the de- 
partment of commerce, and examina- 
tions of eligibles will be held May 2— 
the same date as that set for examina- 
tions of aspirants to horseshoer and 

blacksmith vacancies. The latter open- 
ings are in the Indian service in Mon- 
tana. Applicants will be rated aacord- 
ing to their physical ability, training 
and experience. 

On May 3 and 4 will be held exami- 
nations for eligibles to appointment 
under the civil service rules and regu- 
lations of laboratorian qualified in 
electrical science, grazing assistant, in- 
spector of locomotives and laboratory 
aid in chemist and physics, to the 
last named position both men and wom- 
en, between 18 and 25 being eligible. 

The first named position ts to fill a 
vacancy at Mare Island, California, 
where is situated one of Uncle Sam’s 
two navy yatds on the Pacific coast, 
and it pays $3.60 a day. Grazing assist- 
ants get $1,200, and men are wanted 
for this work in the forestry service, 
as vacancies may occur. Locomotive 
inspectors are paid $1,800 a year and 
expenses when required to be absent 
from headquarters. 

Chance for Young Chemists. 

The work as laboratory aid in chem- 
istry and physics, which pays $600 to 
$900 a year, Hes in the bureau of plant 
industry of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, and. “vacancies as 
they may occur.” -Two years’ college 
training or two years’ laboratory ex- 

erience are necessary qualifications on 

he part of those wishing to write the 

examinations. These positions, say the 
civil service authorities, “offer excellent 
. for advancement.” 

o fill a vacancy in the department 
of agriculture, and perhaps several of 
them in the not distant future, exami- 
nations will be held May 16 of possible 
assistant-pathologists in citrus fruit 
nk bee eng the work especially re- 
quired being of a research nature. The 
position pays $1,800 a year, and men 
only are eligible, the age limits being 
25 and 35 years. 

Resulting from all of these examit- 
antions, though there may be only one 
or two immediate vacancies to fill, the 
authorities will file the names of the 
successful competitors and as vacancies 
occur from time to time they will be 
filled from these lists of eligibles in 
the order of the degree of excellence of | 
the applicants’ grades.

State Committee Sets May 
13 as Convention Date, 
and Will Reorganize. 
Only White Registered 
Voters to Be Included. 


The state convention of the progres- 
sive party has been called to meet in 
Atlanta May 13. 

This call was issued at a meeting 
yesterday at noon of the state progres- 
sive committee, at which meeting every 
district in the state was represénted. 

At this meeting the color line in the 
activities_of the progressive party was 
strictly drawn, and explicit instructions 
were issued to each county and district 
chairman that all but white registered 
voters shall be excluded from the coun- 
ty and district conventions. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
or not the progressives will put out a 
state ticket, although it is stated that: 
a state ticket will probably not be put 
forth. 

This question, however, it is said, de- 
pends very largely on whether the state 
democratic executive committee reads 
out of the white primary for the state 
all who will not vote for the national 
democratic nominees. It was the unan- 
imous opinion of the committee that 
the national political views have noth- 
ing whatever to do with a man’s ability 
to vote in a white primary for state of- 
ficers. A statement after the meeting 
of the committee said: 

“Remembering the goodly number of 
progressive votes polled in the last two 
elections, the committee was of the 
opinion that if the Bull Moose of this 
state are not allowed to settle their 
issues at the regular white primary, 
with other white voters, an independ- 
ent ticket should be put out.” 
County conventions were authorized 
in each county to be held not later 
than May 6, preferably at the court- 
house of each county at noon of April 
29. The question of time and place, 
however, is left to the county commit- 
tees. The district conventions are to 
be held not later than May 138. 

The meeting was held in the Ansley 
hotel and was characterized by enthu- 
siasm and harmony.

Nothing could show more plain- 
ly the lack of response now to favorable 
news than the apathy which followed 
the publication of the unfilled tonnage 
atatement of the U. S. Steel corporation. 
Nothing could show more plainly the 
unusually strong position of the steel 
industry than the increase in the cor- 
poration’s bookings to such.an extent 
that the total is far above anything 
ever shown before. The munitions 
stocks and other specialties have been 
under special pressure at time, but have 


ing some declines. The metal stocks 
were stronger during most of the week, 
but later reacted, while railroad issues 
were 1 unchanged, although 
several railroad stocks were quite weak, 
under liquidation pressure. The tech- 
nical position of the market is quite 
strong with a large but unaggressive 
short interest which, it is believed, 
could be easily driven to cover upon 
any favorable developments in the in- 
ternational situation as relating to both 
Germany and Mexico. 


Staggering Cash Accumulation. 


The money market has been without 
feature, with time and call rates con- 
tinuing easy. The supply of money in 
the hands of the banks is being steadi- 
ly added to, with the total resources 
of all national banks of the country 
$13,838,000,000 on March 7, 1916, a new 
high record and an increase of $2,271,- 
000,000 as compared with total resources 
on March 7, 1915. The combined na- 
tional bank resource is larger than that 
of the combined resources of the Banks 
of England, France, Germany, Russia, 
Holland, Switzerland and Japan, by the 
latter meaning the government banks 
of those countries. 

The foreign exchange market has 
peen quite with weakness in francs as 
a result of liquidation, the feature of 
the market. Exports in recent weeks 
have been running far in excess of 
those of a year ago, and readjust- 
ments of trade balances in favor of 
the United States are being talked of 
again with a new loan to the allies 
now considered the @ly way to stabil- 
ize exchange. 


Unele Sam—World Banker. 


A loan to Russia is expected before 
long, probably for $75,000,000, while a 
loan of about $20,000,000 to China is 
said to be all but closed by bankers 
here. Nothing has been heard for 
weeks about details of a new loan to 
Great Britain and France which it is 
known has been under discussion at 
one time. 

Further increases in dividends by va- 
rious important corporations are being 
made all of the time, but without any 
definite response by securities as a 
whole, although here and there, indivi- 
dual issues give some response. It is 
now practically certain that dividend 
payments for 1916 will be in excess of 
those of any previous year. 

One of the most favorable features 
of the times is the increasing pay 
being. given to all.kinds of workers, 
often without demand from them, or 
threats of strikes. The prosperity of 
many different lines of industry has 
given the workingmen the best oppor- 
tunity far sharing in it which has ever 
been known in many sections. The de- 
mand for skilled labor is far in excess 
of the supply, while the shortage of 
raw workers has made a problem for 
those who have work to be done. This 
condition compares with a period of 
stagnation and a large amount of un- 
employment two years or so ago.

provements Held Back. 
Higher “Money Rates at 
‘War Close Suggest Pres- 
ent Long-Term Financing. 

New York, April 15.—(Special.)—Wall 
street has begun to revise its early es- 
timates of the unfilied tonnage report 


published this week by the Unite 
States Steel corporation. Since the 


— beginning of 1916 the Steel corporation 


} been steadily establishing new high 
monthly records in the amount of fin- 
ished products turned out. Despite 
those steadily increasing shipments, 


r however, this week’s statement of un- 


filled orders on hand as of April 1 
showed 9,331,001, an increase of 762,- 
000 tons for the month, a gain of 1,531,- 
000 tons compared with December 31, 
last, and an increase of no less than 
115 per cent over the figures for April 


2017. 1015. 


This week's new high record of un- 
filled orders for the United. States Steel 
corporation, in the face of actual de- 
liveries by far the largest in the whole 
history of thg steel industry, was first 
received by Wall street with much en- 
thusiasm. ‘Towards the close of the 
week, however, it developed that, ow- 
ing to the high prices being demanded 
and received by the steel manufactur- 
ing companies, a number of railroads 
had cancelled contracts for new equip- 
ment and had issued orders to suspend 
contemplated improvements. That news 
was a. damper to Wall street’s enthusi- 


asm. 
That the railroads were about to re- 
sume improvement work on a larger 
scale than at any time since before 
the panic of 1907, has been a matter 
of common knowledge in the financial 
district. If that work which would run 
into hundreds of millions of dollars, 
Wall street is now declaring, is going 
to be held up because of the high 
prices being demanded for steel prod- 
ucts, this weck’s United States Steel 
corporation statement, instead of prov-. 
ing a blessing, will turn out to be the 
apex and turning point of the great 
prosperity which the country has been 
* for nearly a year. 
en the whole situation fs analyzed, 
however, there does not appear to be 
any grounds for the doubts now being 
expressed in Wall street as to whether 
the prosperity in the steel business 
will last. ; 


Steel Exports Rise 122 Per Cent. 


In the first place, the orders now be- 
ing carried by the steel manufacturing 
companies did not come from the rail- 
roads; according to the recently issued 
annual report of the United States Steel 
corporation, which is typical of the 
trade, that company’s export business 
for the twelve months ended December 
31, last, increased from $42,784,000 to 
$95,163,000 a gain of 122 per cent, 
whereas domestic business for the same 

eriod increased only 16 per cent. With 
he United States the only important 
manufacturing country at peace, we 
are e the rest of the world 
over half of the pig iron and steel that 
is now being consumed. 

As to the outlook for the steel in- 
dustry after peace has been declared, 
the best minds in the trade are now of 
the opinion that the demand for steel 
will long outlast the war. When the 
war first began it was confidently pre- 
dicted in Wall street that all exports 
would stop, and that the Steel corpora- 
aon as a result would be seriously crip- 
pied. * 
hose predictions, howeven were soon 
xploded.

From trustworthy sources it 
was learned this week that the amount 
of steel now being exported, including

be concluded: 
First, that as long as the war lasts 
tHere will be no let-up in the demands 
that are being made by the rest of the 
world upon our steel. manufacturers. 
Next, that when peace has been de- 
clared Europe, at least, will increase 
its demands for reconstruction pur- 
poses. Next, that there is not the 
slightest signs of any let up in general 
trade in this country; finally, that 
sooner or later the railroads, because of 
general business conditions which are 
1 record traffic, will be forced 
to — place the equipment orders 
which have been cancelled, and again 
take out their blue-print plans calling 
for extensive improvements and bet- 
terments to roadbed, terminals, double 
and side tracks, etc. 


Domestic Demand Is Heavy. 


‘With the volume of business now be- 
ing offered by the farmers, the manu- 
facturers, and merchants of the coun- 
try, the railroads can no more hold up 
their improvement and betterment 
Plans indefinitely than a small yd f can 
keep back the incoming tide with a 
broom. With the heavy cars and loco- 
motives now being used the strain at 
the present level of business is terri-

But quite aside from the large sums 
that must be spent by the railroads for 
maintenance and r@newals, in the long 
run the railroads Will apply the same 
rule to their pending improvements 
that are used by other business men. 
Through their engineers the railroads 
have figured down to a very small frac- 
tion the cost of their contemplated im- 
provements, and they know almost to 
the last penny what can thus be added 
to gross earnings or saved in operat- 
mg expenses. 

ence it is purely a matter of wheth- 
er or not the carrying cost of the money 
needed to make the contemplated im- 
provements will/more than offset the 
increased cost of equipment supplies 
and labor. Beyond question prices are 
high; but there is something of more 
— Sanee to be considered. Today the 
railroads can borrow cheaper than they 
have been able to get funds in many 
a long year, and there is no telling 
what will have to be paid when the 
war is over and this country’ will have 
to compete with the money markets 
of the world. 

In brief, a saving of 1 per cent, or 
one-half of 1 ae cent, on a large block 
of long-term bonds will more than off- 
set the higher prices that are now be- 
ing asked for equipment and supplies.‘ 
Moreover, as the volume of traffic 
handled increases, the increase to be 
effected in gross earnings or the sav- 
ing in operating expenses grows more 
rapidly than the increase in the carry- 
ing cost of the money needed. It is 
all a matter of arithmetic, which the 
railroads have at their finger’s end. 
Hence there is no reason for the un- 
easiness that is being expressed by 
Wall street over this week's cancel- 
lation of a few equipment and improve- 
ment orders. In the long run, whether 
those railroads want to or not, they 
will be forced back into the equipment 
and supply market. R. L. B

New York, April 16. — The cotton 
market was quiet today and prices 


July ruled between 11.99 and 13.02, 
closing at 12, with the general list 
Closing steady at a net advance of 
three to five points. 

Liverpool cables were rejatively 
steady and the market here opened 
at an adyance of two to three points, 
with active months selling three to five 
points net higher right after the call. 
Houses with Liverpool connections were 
again sellers here, presumably in anti- 
cipation of still wider trade differences, 
but there. was a moderate demand from 
trade sources accompanied by reports 
of a good spot business at New Or- 
leans, and there was also scattered 
covering. The light offerings were’ 
well absorbed in consequence, and after 
reactions of two or three points, the 
market stiffened up again in the late 
trading. 

May sold up to 11.86 and October to 
12.17 or about five to six points net 
higher. The close was within a point 
or two of tite best. 

Private cables reported a quiet steady 
market in Liverpool, and the Liverpool 
selling here was supposed to be against 
purchases in the English market. The 
amount of cotton on shipboard await- 
ing clearance showed an inorease of 
about 38,000 bales for the week, which 
suggested larger exports between now 
and the end of the month, while re- 
ports from domestic trade sources in- 
dicated continued activity, These fea- 
tures may have inspired some little 
buying, but aside from the Liverpool, 
selling and the covering of hedges by 
the trade interests the small business 
was. supposed to be chiefly for the 
purpose of evening-up accounts for 
over the week-end. 

Weather reports were considered 
favorable and private advices reaching 
here from Texas say there is moisture 
to germinate and bring up cotton. ex- 
cept in more southern sections of the 
state, where the crop is already a 
month late. According to these ad- 
vices, if anything should happen to 
cause uch replanting in Texas, the 
high price and scarcity of seed would 
cause the abandonment of consider- 
able acreage. Fall River sales of print 
cloths for the week were estimated at 
150,000 pieces, and the curtailment of 
production at 15,000 against 70,000 last 
year.

Authorities on automobile tires ad- 
vise the selection of large sizes, prov- 
ing that these will give best and long- 
est service. They also suggest that 
motorists take particular care to avoid 
getting oils or gasoline on the inner 
tubes. Light oils are especially injuri- 
ous because they are readily absorbed 
and quickly lessen the strength of the 
rubber. 

One of the big factors in inner tube 
deterioration is heat, the heat caused 
by the friction of the shoe on the road. 
You can appreciate this heat if you 
place your hand on a tire after it has 
covered 2 fairly good distance at a 
fairl ood speed. 

To try to reduce this heating of the 
inner tube many motorists use soap- 
stone between the tube and the shoe. 
Soapstone is pretty good, but it has 
its injurious effects, in that it easily 

enetrates the pores of the rubber. 

hen used to excess soapstone is a co- 
defendant in blow-out cases, 

Talc and other mediums are used 
to eliminate friction between tube and 
shoe, but the best among these is flake 
graphite. ‘ 

Fake graphite, when used as a tire 
lubricant, makes the inner tube fit bet - 
ter and easier in the shoe. 

Reduces the heat because it reduces 
the friction between the tube and the 
tire. It is more lasting than 3 
stone, is positively not injurious to 
rubber, has no suspicion of grit and 
reduces friction to almost nothing, be- 
cause it puts an unctuous lubricating 
layer between the shoe and the tube.

You cannot imagine 
how happy I was to receive à letter from 
a young American girl, also marks of 
sympathy from the gracious Americans. I 
belleve that your country, since the de- 
ginning of this war has shown to us the 
greatest consideration and sentiments we 
shall never forget.

to Change Locatiop. 


Washington, April 15-——Attorney Gen- 
eral Gregory today held that the fed- 


‘eral reserve board has no authority to 


change the location of a federal re- 
serve bank. -His opinion, submitted in 
response to a request from the board, 
also held that there is nothing in the 
law to prevent reduction of the capital 
of reserve banks, fixed at $4,000,000 on 
organization, by the transfer of mem- 
ber banks from one district to another. 

The opinion halts the fight made by 
Baltimore bankers to have the board 
transfer the federal reserve bank in its 
district from Richmond to Baltimere 
and a similar effort made on behalf — 
Pittsburg in the case of the Cleveland 
reserve nk. 

The attorney general's opinion, which 
was not made public, is understood to 
hold that inasmuch as the law pro- 
vides that the charters issued to ex- 
isting reserve banks shall run for twen- 
ty years, a bank’s location could not 
be changed without forfeiture of its 
charter, which is not permitted by law.

Which of these kind of eggs our mem- 
ber’s hen lays I don't know, but, as a 
rule, the cause is lack of shell-making 
material, such as oyster shell, bone 
etc.

Carrots put? Their Use.. 


THE OPINION OF BRVER RABBIT. 


By Dr. Herbert E. Truax. 

From the recent articles concerning 
the above-named succulent vegetable, 
it appears that but little is known by 
the general public of its intrinsic value 
as a food product: 

“Br’er Rabbit” appears to be a bet- 
ter judge of the matter than his more 
fortunate human brother, for “Bunny” 
will pass up all the other tubers for 
this fragrant, toothsome and nutritious 
and health-bearing one. 

It is appealing to the eye when 
growing; its — green stems and ruf- 
fled, crinkly foliage of fern-like ap- 
pearance making a beautiful green spot 
in the garden. 

Then it has such a yellow, tuberous 
root, with a fragrance “all its own,” 
filled with nutriment and life-invigo- 
rating’ elements. 

Br’er Rabbit has found this out, and 
he is * just about this time of year, 
peeping into the newly made gardens 
to learn what are the chances of future 
feasts. Just how he came to know the 
value of the carrot is one of nature’s 
mysteries, but know he certaiAfly does. 

He loves, also, the feel“ of the rich 
sandy loam in which carrots. thrive, 
and he hides under the canopy of green 
leaves in the shallow trench which his 
busy feet have made. . 

Truck gardeners will tell you to 
plant the carrot in rows, one to two 
feet apart and thin the plants to two 
to three inches apart. 

Keep the soil loosened from the 
plants and pull up and carry Out of the 
garden all other weeds and grasses. 

April and May are the _ planting 
months, and it takes about t months 
to reach maturity. Carrots are bunched 
and sent to market.like radishes, and 
when fully matured are harvested and 
stored like stock beets. | 

The sleek, healthy cost of Br’er Rab- 
bit about the time of carrot harvest 


tells of the health-bearing qualities of 
the vegetable, fer it acts upon all the 
glandular system, especially the liver. 

After the winter’s sluggish diet the 
stimulant action of the carrot’s juices 
is the very grateful to the system.

This chemical analysie speaks well 
for the wisdom and judgment of Br’er 
Rabbit, but he is not alone in his choice 
of food, for all the domestic food ani- 
mals relish and thrive on the carrot. 
Especially do milk cows enjoy this 
vegetable, and their milk is rendered 
rich and wholesome. 

To the human animal it is a tooth- 
some and dainty addition to the usual 
bill of fare. For those who are con- 
fined to the house, carrots have proven 
a wonderful blessing. Pale, sallow 
complexions and unhealthy appear- 
ances give place to those of health, 
and the gray-skinned frettx child soon 
goes to playing about agaif. 

The carrot may be used in a variety 
of ways; when boiled in water, a large 
percentage of nutriment ise lost, so it 
is necessary to boil down the vegetable 
and use the juices in order to get all 
the nutrition. * 

Carrot jam, carrot marmalade, car- 
rot pie, carrot soup and carrot pudding 
are ways of preparing this versatile 
vegetable for table use. he use of 
the scrape carrot as a butter-coloring 
is a familiar thing to country folk. 

So the advice and example of Br’er 
Rabbit may be accepted and emulated

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BIG BUILDING OPERATIONS 

PRESAGE REALTY ACTIVITY. 
By Marvin L. Thrower. 

A good volume. of new building 

operations at this time presages ac- 

ay in real estate circles. 

“Not since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war has new: building loomed up 
so brightly. There are numbers of 
schemes now in process of formula- 
tion. A half-dozen apartment houses 
are being constructed, and twice that 
many more are being planned. 

“The building must get active bé- 
fore the real estate operator can come 
into his own. 

“Scores and scores of smaller job 
such as residerices and small buildin 
for mercantile uses, will be. done th 
spring and summer. Each one of these 
Will necessitate, as a rule, a 
estate sale. The land must be pur- 
chased for the buildings. 

“Besides the smaller jobs, local ar- 
chitects report a larger number than 
usual of the major jobs. When these 
bigger schemes are ready to be put 
into operation, there is some lively 
work cut out for local realty agents. 

“When spring opens up in full blast 
and before the summer is ‘well ad- 
vanced I believe that Atlanta will have 
witnessed a good bit of prospersty in 
| its real estate circles. 

“I do not predict that trading will 
proceed rapidly or upon a tremendous 
scale. However, with the present out- 
look for new building operations and 
other wholesome signs in the real 
estate market, I do believe there will 
be a large amount of conservative 
trading. — 

The money market is loosening up. 
This means business in our line. 

“What Atlanta needs, though, is free 
money. We would see real prosperity 
in the realty. field if Atlanta could 
get the same loan rates on central 
properties as is enjoyed by cities of 
the same size in the east. 

“The local money market is much 
more liberal than in many years at 
the present time, but Atlanta is not 
enjoying as liberal money as she 
ought to. We can get good and 5 
per cent loans on central property, bu 
too high a rate is asked on semi-cen- 
tral property, which is very nearly as 
safe for loans as the more central sites. 

“I would like to see the Atlanta real 
estate board this year attempt to se- 
cure for Atlanta real free money. It 
can be done and the money market 
will. supply it if Atlanta, will get to- 
gether and demand the ‘same kind of 
low rates as enjoyed by similar cities 
in the east.“

The influence of the movies is easily 
understood. Their present hold is un- 
derstood; and the fact that their popu- 
larity has affected patronage on li- 
braries, on books, and automobiles can 
not be denied. The movies represent 
the form of amusement the people of 
new America have decided they wish 
at this moment of their constructive- 
ness, civilization, anything one may 
chose to call it.

It is not necessary for Atlantans to 
read the serial in The Saturday Even- 
ing Post, The Queen of the Movies,“ 
to know that the question is a timely 
one, for did Wwe not have an incident 
in Atlanta several weeks ago to prove 
the lure of the movies for thes young 
women in this section? 

A deauty contest was advertised, in 
which young women desiring training 
for the movies would get a chance to 
get it in New York. Their expenses 
there would be pafd, and they would 
get their chance for a stage career; the 
only requisite—beauty. A committee 
of prominent citizens noted for their 
taste, judgment and integrity were se- 
lected to decide the question of the 
most beautiful applicant, and the de- 
cision was advertised to be rendered 
at a-ball in the auditorium, where a 
small admission was charged. 

The young women to qualify had 
sent their photographs to the beauty 
contest manager, and the one hundred 
most beautiful were given tickets to 
the ball. Thirty of these were finally 
eelected, and from this thirty the 
judges were to make their selection. 
THE HUMOR, | 
r ö 

The humor of the contest lay in the 
fact: that so many of the applicants, 
convinced of their beauty, had abso- 
lutely no claims to the attribute and 
the pathos of it all lay in the fact that so 
many that were really beautiful had 
not enough sense to render service to 
themselves in the case of a shower of 
rain, an umbrella in hand. 

All ages, representatives of all ele- 
ments of women; those timid, 
those bold; those worldly-wise 
and those created without gray 
matter to start with, were all 
assembled the night of the ball. 
Though all had come with the one 
fixed-purpose to become a queen of the 
movies, each was detached in her inter- 
est. There was no team work going 
on; no women in pairs supporting one 
another in the competition, but each 
woman buoyed up with the vanity that 
she had the first requisite—beauty— 
walked singly alone, to the seat of the 
judges. 

They walKed in review of the judges 
patiently. Men with eyeglasses chal- 
lenged their interest more than others, 
and it would be noted passing in re- 
view of one of these, the would-be 
movie queens walked more slowly, gave 
an extra tilt to their chins, or careless- 
ly removed a stray lock from over a 
pink shell-like ear. 

Those who had the least claim to 
beauty walked with steadier and more 
conscious air than those nature had 
complimented more generously. One 
by one 27 “were given the gate” (in 
horse show parlance)? and the judges 
assumed an air of scrutiny and respon- 
sibility which aged them visibly as 
they stood there in all the. dignity of 
their office. 

Three conscious beauties were left 
some anxiety creeping into their faces. 
The andience had begun to cry fa- 
vorites, and even the music began to 
lag in ragtinre airs. Would the “rib- 
bons” never be pinned on? 

The judges agreed to disagree. They 
voted and re-voted, finally getting a 
three-to-two on the final decision, and 
a new movie queen was at that moment 
in the making! Fully ninety-nine 
young women who had mentally for

ters, were doomed to disappointment— 
to return that night to the common- 
place of existence which was theirs 
before they saw the movies, But the 
ambition is still rampant in their 
minds and hearts, while faith in their 
own beauty is but strengthened, since 
they believe firmly, all of them, that 
the judges were tampered with.

Little Gertie Gullwith, who w in 

the contest and who if she had been 
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jystly considered and chosen would 
have taken the name of Faye Bliss in 
the movie world, has told me many 
things abeut the influences which led 
up to the ambition to become a movie 
queen. 

She believes now that her chances 
were limited with the contest man- 
agement, because they could not read 
her ‘ritin’ on the back of the picture 
she sent them. They were some days 
finding out her address. Indeed she 
went and made them a visit to their 
hotel to see if they had received her 
photograph. Then they asked her to 
write her name, address, etc., which 
quite embarrassed her, for, as Gertie 
said: “I never have been to school 
much, for I was born in the country, 
and I did not like the teacher in Smutt- 
ville. , 

“She did not think girls orter curl 
their hair or wear short skirts or 
chew gum. She sent me home from 
school for chewing, though pa said if 
I was chewing like a. lady he did not 
see what business it was of the teach- 
er's.

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GEORGIA WOMEN TO 
SEE MODEL FARM HOUSE. 

At a meeting of the general board of 
the Southeastern Fair association and 
the woman’s board of the same organi- 


zation this week pians were formulat- 
ed for the exhibit at the forthcoming 
fair of a model farm home. The idea 
originated in the woman's board, of 
which Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin is presi- 
dent, and the home wil be directed in 
its equipment and operation by the 
woman's board. 

The home will not be of the theoret- 
ical kind which women's magazines 
and publications dream about, but will 
be one practical and possible in the 
country and one possible to the average 
farmer. It will define the meaning of 
comfort rather than elaboration, and 
will show the possibility of ventila- 
tion, sanitation and convenience, quali- 
ties which do not characterize the 
average farm home in Georgia. 

It is probable that’ girls from the 
Tallulah Falls school and the Rabun 
Gap school will be the housekeepers, 
and that a student from the Martha 
Berry school, near Rome, Ga., will be 
the protector of the home. ‘In con- 
nection with this home there will be 
the daily practica] exhibits in cook- 
ing, while the woman's department of 
the fair promises to be one both prac- 
tical and aesthetic. There will- be an 
exhibit of decorative art which wilt 
prove most inspiring, and one in prac- 
tical handiwork. There will be a l- 
brary exhibit; one in home garden- 
ing, and specimens of woman’s work 
from the most intricate handiwork, 
known to women, to the most practical 
kind which can be- accomplished by 
any Woman who knows how to use her 
needle. N 

Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin, president of 
the woman’s department, is receiving 
‘the active co-operation of women in all 
parts of the state and there will be an 
unusually large attendance of women 
at the fair. 


THE COUNCIL OF 
MISSION WORKERS. 


The Council of Mission Workers of 
the Methodist church, south, at present 
in conference in Atlanta, represents the 
power of women in organization, and 
the power of the woman's organization 
as a factor in Christian civilization. 
The eouncil reflects harmonious or- 
ganization in every detail of the work, 
and the women in their sessions indi- 
cate a closeness of feeling and co- 
operate interest that brings the wom- 
en in Texas in direct knowledge with 
the last good work accomplished by 
the women of Virginia or Georgia. 
It, is impressive that there are many 
women leaders in the organization, and 
that they have arisen to the positions 
of honor which they hold not only 
through the spirit of doing the Master's 
work, but that they have been edu- 
cationally equipped for it. In noting 
the women of prominence in the group 
of speakers and those holding the high 
positions in the, leadership of the coun- 
cil, I have found that almost every 
one of them has had a university edu- 
cation, many of them having won more 
than one degree in some chosen line. 
But in every instance the degree comes 
from a northern university. 

This presents the fact that the women 
ef the south realize the needs of the 
higher education in their leaders, espe- 
clally in the organization which has 
the responsibility of handling propert: 
valued at over a million and half of 
dollars and collections and disburse- 
ments representing anntally over a. 
half million dollars. | 

Each day the fact is more empha- 
eized that women doing social service 
must be expertly equipped for it, and 
that women who are doing the work 
required even in the Wesley settle- 
ment houses must have a college edu- 
cation and must have two years’ train- 
ing in the Scarrett Bible and Train- 
schools, 

Yet how many universities are open 
in the south to women today? 

I am not reflecting on our splendid 
women’s colleges, of which there are 
several in the south, nor those normal 
institutes, where women are trained 
as teachers. But what an inconsistent, 
unjust situation it is to be demanding, 
for high positions in*southern move- 
ments of all kinds, the women with 
university training and then not giv- 
ing them the chance to get it in their 
Own section. 

Not one but every university in every 
section should be open to women in 
the present status of their evolution. 

If they can represent the “Voice of 
the Wilderness” as entirely as they do, 
in doing the Master’s work and the for- 
eign and home mission fields, why 
should the extra burden be put upon 
them of having to go away for the 
equipment for it. 

Probably nothing is more discourag- 
ing to the good woman of today than 
the steady destruction of her faith in 
humankind when she hears men wax 
eloquent and emotional over the nobil- 
ity of women one moment while the 
next moment they assign her to the 
place in organization which argues de- 
pendency. Women of all creeds have 
been building and fostering the schools 
at home in foreign lands for the edy- 
cation and Christianizing of the women 
and female children, and now comes 
the necessity to complete the plan of 
work to establish more schools for the 
boys, the masculine element of heathen 
creation. . 

The women, as the mothers of the 
race, are willing to do this great work 
for the Master, and they are going 
on doing it. But it is time for men 
to cease the twaddle about woman's 
nobility and their ideal of her when 
she has to go out of her section for 
the university training to equip her for 
leadership, and to carry on the work of 
civilization with her fellowman:. 

Whenever the justice of higher edu- 
cation is discussed for women there are 
the buffoon orators, writers and crities 
who at once confuse it with the idea 
of political rights, which they call the 
“question of suffrage.” The political 
right to vote is a minor consideration, 
when compared to the rights women 
have to get the training which helps 
them in their part of caring for the 
human family. 

Sometimes I really believe some men 
mean it when they declare their oppo-

Higher Edtication f or W omen 
Needed, Says College Leader 


Before an audience of about two 
hundred, most of them women, Presi- 
dent W. W. Guth, of Goucher college, 
Baltimore, and President M. L. Burton, 
of Smith college, Boston, gave two very 
interesting lectures on the subject of 
higher education for women yesterday 
afternoon at the Georgian Terrace, The 
speakers were introduced by President 
Gaines, of Agnes Scott college. 

“There is no longer any rivalry 
among the colleges for womep in this 
country except perhaps along the line 
of giving the best to our people,” said 
President Guth. “Parents have long 
thought -that their sons should be 
given the best in the educational world 
and for a long time it was thought 
that the women of the caquntry could 
get along with something not quite as 
good. 

“There is no doubt that a woman’s 
mind is able to grasp the problems 
presented in college with ability equal 
to that of the men. It is right that 
the son should be given the best in 
the educational field, but this sheuld 
equally apply to the daughter. : 

“Higher ucation for women gives 
them a broad outlook on life. There 
are wonderful possibilities for the 
woman who is truly educated, Her un- 
derstanding is enlarged and her out- 
look broadened. 

»The higher education of women will 
lead to- the citizens ? of the world, 
the ideal state for which many people 

earn. It rests with the women of the 
and to hasten the day when such a 
thing can come to pass and there will 
be no more Europe and America, but 
a true world citizenship.” 

President Burton, of Smith college, 
in his opening remarks stated that 
“there were originally three points o 
view from which the world regarde 
the education of women. One of these 
was that she was not physically able 
to undergo a college course. Another 
was that she did not have the mental 
capacity and the third was that such 
an education would tend to make her 
lose all her womanly charms. All of 
these three have been preven fallacious 
in the fifty years that colleges for 
women have been established .

mary of a report of this eommittee: 

' “Out of the six hundred and fifteen thou- 
sand school children in Georgia there are 
today thrée hundred and seventy-five. thou- 
sand white children with 95 per cent of 
diseased mouths. : ä 

N the three hundred and seventy-five 
housand white children ig the schools, pub- 
ia and private, 95 r cent of these make 
above three hundred and fifty-eight thou- 
sand in daily. communication, mingling to- 
gether. in class rooms, inhaling and exhal- 
ing disease-laden breath into each others’ 
faces. Of the two hupared. and forty thou- 
sand negro childrén in the public schools 
above $5 per cent; or over two hundred 
and twenty-six thousand have diseased 
mouths. 

“In both classes these teeth and mouths 
are permitted to remain in this condition 
out of dread of pain from extraction, but 
malnly from inability to pay for such work, 
until the decayed teeth become foul and 
poisonous from actumulated septic matter. 

“This condition ers t im- 
pure, and laden with the germs that infest 
these points, contributes to tonsilits, diph- 
theria, typhoid fever, pneumonia, tubercu- 
losis and ulcerated sore throat, fo the ex- 
tent that not infrequently such affected 
children are st d from sehpol, and in 
instances from the contagion read from 
such catses schools are suspended.“

Rotate Your Corn Land. 


At the Iowa epperiment station it 
was found that it pays to rotate corn 
just as it pays to rotate cotton in the 
south. They planted certain plots in 
corn every year for eight years, and 
for the entire time it yielded 54 bush- 
els — acre every year; after having 
received eight tons of manure every 
four years. Other fields were rotated 
as follows: Corn, corn, oats and clover 
and on these plots the yield averaged 
or the eight years 60 bushels per acre 
each year, the land not receiving any 
manure at all during the eight Fears. 
Where the rotated plots received eight 
tons of manure every four years’ the 
yield was 72.4 bushels per acre. 

Many experiments of this kind have 
been conducted since the beginning of 
experiment station work in this coun- 
try, and all of them seem to prove that 
much is gained by a carefully planned 
system of rotation with corn. Higher 
yields are always made, and the land 
is left in better condition every year 
for other crops. We suggest that all 
crops be rotated at least every second 
‘year, and that they be left off the land 
at least two years in succession. In 
‘the cotton belt large fields ought to be 
planted to winter grazing crops, so 
that our stock can be fattened for mar- 
ket at any time during winter as well 
as in spring. This wilt help the cotton 
land, for the following year and will 
encourage the growth of other indus-

Tennessee republicans 
8 are favoring Justice Hughes 
or the presidential nomination, al- 
though the Bull Moosers claim they wil. 
Oo right down the line for Roosevelt 
f the regulars don’t tote fair. Ten- 
nessce republicans admit that Mr. 
Hughes has a mind of his own and that 
if nominated and elected he might make 
some appointments that would not en- 
tirely please them. However, so far 
as patronage is concerned, they re- 
gard him as a good. man: The 
progressives and republicans each hold 
state conventions in Tennessee. The 
progressives claim that they will make 
no effort to get together with the reg- 
ulars, and that if any propositions are 
made they will have to come from 
the other side. It is expected that the 
1 will indorse Roosevelt, 
ut that the regulars will send an un- 
instructed delegation to Chicago. The 
“getting together” will be done at Chi- 
cago, rather than at Nashville.

Tennessee has had two major and 
one or two minor doses of the recall 
and ouster in the past year, and an- 
other recall has been started in Nash 
Ville to elect a successor to Paul W. 
Treanor, commissioner of finance. Un- 
der the recall section of the city char- 
ter of Nashville, no reason whatever 
need be assigned for petitioning the 
county election commissin to hold an 
election “tc elect a successor to the 
person sought to be recalled.” It is 
said that the reason why Treanor is 
sought to be replaced is that he com- 
pelied his associate commissioners—_ 
who were against him to a man—to 
enforce the ordinance closing up the 
houses in the red light district.

law, as it is opposed so strenuously 
by both sides as giving the other side 
toc much. It is only a question of a 
few years until Tennessee has a work- 
men's compensation law, and, to men 
not actively engaged as employers or 
as workmen, the law recommended 
see to be the fairest law that could 
be cted. The proposed Tennessee 
law allows authorized insurance com- 
panies to write this class of business— 
which is generally thought to be an im- 
provement over the plan of letting the 
employers pay the indemnities em- 
selves or of letting them pay a stipu- 
lated yearly amount into a fund to be 
aéministered by the state authoritfes.'

The Clearance House tor Employment 
is an institution which grew out-of 
the emergency work undertaken dy the 
women of Atlanta eighteen months ago, 
when such work was being done in ahn 
the industrial centers of the country, 
momentarily affected by the war. The 
men and women interested and taking 
up the work were brought face to face 
with the fact that the unemployed 
were a continuous problem, and that

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A MATTER OF PRINCIPLE. 

In its criticism of the new intrastate 
freight rates asked for by the railroads of 
Georgia, to which a number of railroad offi- 
cials recently replied through these columns, 


rate. 

The raitroat officials who 1 reply 
took exception to our statement of certain 
specific rates proposed in the revision now 
pending before the railroad commission. We 
accepted this information upon what was 
considered good authority; and if there was 
error in it, it becomes apparent from sub- 
sequent investigation that it was error more 
of detail than of principle. 

The point which The Constitution made 
was that it is an injustice, which approaches. 
absurdity, to make a lesser chargé for the 
transportation of an article from a point 
outside the state of Georgia, and covering a 
distance twice as great or more, than for a 
similar service of half the distance within 
the state. That is the real question which 
The Constitution put up to the railroads, 
and so far as we have seen they have failed 
to answer it. | 

An investigation of the railroads’ peti- 
tion made by the Atlanta Freight Bureau, 
and published over the signature of its sec- 
retary, Harry T. Moore, says the present 
rate on fresh meat from Moultrie, Ga., to 
Atlanta is 33 cents, or $66 a. carload of 
20,000 pounds. It further states that the 
railroads are asking in their present peti- 
‘tion for a rate of 51 cents, or $102 per car- 
load, for the same haul, a distance of 260 
miles. The present rate on fresh'meat from 
Cincinnati and other Ohio river points to 
Atlanta is 48 cents, or $96 a carload. Under 
this statement the railroads of Georgia pro- 
pose to charge $6 more for hauling a carload 
of meat from Moultrie to Atlanta than they 
now charge for hauling the same car from 
Cincinnati to Atlanta, or . twice 
the distance. 


petition to charge $106 per carload, as 
against: $70, the present rate, for hauling 
fresh meat from Atlanta’ to Savannah; 
whereas, the rate now in force on fresh meat 
from Cincinnati and other Ohio river points 
to Savannah is $96 per carload. The illus- 
tration is the same as in the Moultrie case, 
the excess charge being $10 per carload for 
the shorter distance. 

These figures well illustrate the point 
which The Constitution sought to make, and 
we do not hesitate now to repeat that any 
rate revision asked for upon this basis does 


Georgia industries. Going further into this 
problem, we find that the railroads propose 
to charge under the revisicn they have 
asked for, a rate which is equivalent to 
$1.20 more for hauling a carload of apples 
from Cornelia, in Habersham county, to 
Thomasville than they charge for hauling 


ville, or approximately three times the 
distance. 

Going into the Missouri apple fields, it is 
likewise proposed to charge $12 more for 
hauling a carload of apples from Cornelia 
to Savannah, a distance of 370 miles, than 
is now charged for hauling a carload of 
‘apples from Memphis to Savarnah, nearly 
twice the distance. Similar comparison 
might be made as to the increased rates for 
transportigg live stock and other product.. 

Again we ask upon what basis can the 


transportation of this or any other merchan- 
| dise from Ohio river points to Georgia des- 
tinations, which are mat ly less than the 
| charges they propose to put upon the trans- 
portation of similar products wholly within 
state lines? 

It is the principle vt the thing into 


proposes to continue to inquire. 

Possibly the officials who made reply to 
The Constitution’s former editorial were 
not themselves aware of the apparent ab- 
surditx of some features. of the petition 
they have filed with the railroad commis- 
sion. 

In ‘any fair claim which the railroads or 
any other business interests of Georgia may 
make, The Constitution will be glad to stand 
with and indorse them; but when they seek 
to put an unfair and an unjust burden upon 
Georgia industries, as is disclosed in the 
proposal to make Georgia shippers pay more 
for approximately half the distance than is 
paid by Ohio river shippers, we shall pro- 
test and continue to protest until Georgia 
industries are given a fair and square deal.

There is a movement among leading law- 
yers of the state to strike the mythical 
shoulder straps from the “courtesy 
colonels” of the profession who have. been 
_colonelized by custom for no other reason 
than that they have led their eats to vic- 
tory in legal battles! 

Among the pioneer “colonel” 3 
are the real Colonel A. R. Lawton, of 
Savannah, and the real Major Joseph B. 
Cumming, of Augusta both of whom earned 
their titles by gallant and patriotic effort. 

They are strongly reinforced and bidden 
godspeed in the work of relegating the com- 
plimentary “colonel” to the rear, by William 
Garrard and other eminent Georgians to 
whom these free-will, far-scattered “colonel- 
cies” are naturally distasteful—even offen- 
sive.

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Questions About Food 


Answered by 
ALFRED W. WCANN. 


Q. Can esss be substituted for meat 

without. loss of strength or health? | 
WILLIAM T. 

A. Eggs are „„ superior in 
food value to meat. They contribute organic 
salts to the diet, in which meat is entirely 
lacking, particularly calcium and tron. 

If we drank the blood of the animal 
which gives us our meat and ate its bones 
we would get all the valuable salts which 
the egg contains, but in addition to this we 
would get toxic end-products, or waste prod- 
ucts, or, to label them properly, mild poisons 
which are not found in eggs at all. 

I would never give a child meat of any 
kind before it was 6 years old. At the end 
of a year and a half a child can be given 
two or three poached eggs a week with 
benefit. / 

If you have any preference for eggs over 
meat, by all means indulge in eggs. Most 
people eat too much meat and not enough 
eggs. Now that eggs ate fresh and compara- 
tively cheap, they should be in the diet of 
every growing: child. But where children 
are concerned they should never be fried or 
scrambled. Soft-boiled or poached are the 
two ideal ways of preparing eggs for per- 
fect digestion. 


Q. Is milk chocolate wholesome and 
nourishing? S. R. H. 

A. Dietitians, as a rule, look upon choco- 
late as a very rich, concentrated form of 
food, containing more fat than the average 
digestion can take care of when -consumed 
in large quantities. 

Milk chocolate represents a modification 
of the food value of chocolate, which there 
is good reason to look upon with favor. 

The abstraction of fat and the addition 
of milk solids help to balance the chocolate. 
Both ‘chocolate and milk contain valuable 
ash préperties, which contribute basic ele- 
ments to the diet that are most essential. 

Yes, milk chocolate when consumed in 
sensible moderation is a valuable addition 
to any diet. 


Q. Are bananas good things to eat?’ 

PES PG 
A. The banana, when ripe, can be justly 
called fruit bread. In fact, there is no better 
food’ People think they require large quan- 
tities of ‘protein in their diet In order to be 
strong and healthy. They owe this mistaken 
idea to the well-advertised theories of a 
few scientists who have made claims for 
protein that have never been justified. On 
a diet of ripe bananas monkeys, chimpanzees 
an gorillas maintain an energy that puts the 

average meat-stuffed American to shame. 
There are two animals that can live on 
anything that will support the life of man— 
the hog and the monkey. Man, nevertheless, 
pays little attention to the habits of these 


creatures in forming conclusions r 


his food. 

The hog, as has been proved by Adolph 
Goebel, is, contrary to popular opinion, one 
of the cleanest of the domesticated animals. 
It will not eat filth when good, clean food 
is given to it instead. 

A diet of ripe bananas suffices both with. 
hog and monkey. In my experience I have 
found the ripe banana to be an ideal food 
for growing children. On the other hand, 
the green banana is not only ved,’ but some- 
times deadly. 

When not thoroughly ripe the green 
banana should be baked, in order that its 
starch may be artificially matured in the 
oven, otherwise it is apt to cause gastro- 
intestinal troubles. 

Beware of green bananas or half-ripe 
bananas. When the skin begins to discolor 
the banana is at its best. Yes, the banana is 
good food. 


Q. What gives the gices to the Easter 
rabbits, Easter eggs and Easter candies now 
being exhibited in the windews of many 
candy shops? S. L. 

A. The gloss which you have noted is 
plain carriage varnish made of shellae or 
gum benzoin. Both are insoluble in water, 
and are used to prevent one piece of candy 
trom sticking to another. They are in real- 
ity weather-proofing, which prevents the 
absorption of moisture and ‘keeps the candy 
hard and firm. Cheap candy for children. and 
radiator lacquer often go hand in hand. This 
commercial trick does not make such ‘stuff 

od for the kiddies. 


Q. Is the granulated yallow corn meal 
which one buys in bulk or in prettily labeied 
cartons all that it should be? A. J. 

A. No. Such corn meal, like all 1 corn 
meal now produced in America, is denatured, 
degerminated, refined. It has not only been 
robbed of the best part of the corn, but its 
flavor, compared with: the flavor of the old- 
fashioned southern water-ground meal, is 
insipid. 

‘There is a farmer ik Richmond, Va., whose 
name is Knox Crutchfield. He has an old- 
fashioned water-power mill. He grinds corn 
just as it comes from the field. Send him a 
quarter or fifty cents for a sample of the 
real thing, unless you can get it from a 
progressive ‘grocer in your own neighbor- 
a some muffins, some simple corn cake, 
or some old-fashioned porridge made from 
this whole meal, either white or yellow, con- 
taining the germ and the bran of the corn. 
Also mix some muffins of, the refined grocery 
store corn meal. Ask the children which 
they like the best. eir answer will aston-. 
ish you. We not only have discarded the food 
value of corn in America, but we have ban- 
ished its flavor through our silly preference 
for the nicer looking, robbed stuff that is 
now being: consumed by by the ton,

Other negotiations have been made in 
China with intent to place a loan of large 
amount in the United States. Perhaps the 
most important of these negotiations was the 
one carried on by Willard D. Straight when 
he was living in China and representing im- 
portant American interests. He, with the 
Chinese government, completed a negotiation 
which called for a loan from the United States 
of fifty million dollars. This money was not 
to be used fof improvements or public works, 
but entirely for the purpose of reorganizing 
the Chinese financial and military system. If 
that could have been done, the result, it was 
believed, would greaty facilitate American 
trade with China. The negotiation collapsed 
because the imperial government of China 
was forced to abdicate and the republican 
government which succeeded it has not yet 
made any proposition for a loan in gold, with 
intent to reorganize her fiscal and monetary 
system. 

Our Potash Supply. 


Dr. Pierre de Peyster Ricketts, formerly 
professor of analytical chemistry and assay- 
ing at Columbia university, is recognized as 
one Of the best authorities in the United 
States upon native potash resources. His in- 
vestigations have shown to him that there are 
five sources of supply. Dr. Ricketts has long 
suspected that under adequate and efficient 
treatment the water of Great Salt lake could 


de made to yield 4 good deal of potash. 


He was, therefore, not astonished to hear 
that one of the large industries of the United 
States is now investing fifty thousand dollars 
in experimental tests of Great Sait lake water 
and that the experiments have gone eo far 
as to encourage the hope that from this 
source a sufficient supply of potash can be 
secured to meet the needs of this industry— 
which is engaged in the manufacture of 
matches. In times of peace, however, the. 
United States could not compete with Ger- 
many in the potash market, since Germany's 
abundant supply and the low cost with which . 


1 it can be made available would make it pos- 


sible for Germany to market potash in the 
United States at a price with which Ameri- 
cans could not compete.

Woman's Work for Dixie Highway 


The ideal of the federation is to assist in transform the highways 
of Georgia into thoroughfares of real interest and beauty. rs. Logan Pitts, 
civic chairman, has been appointed leader in this movement, and gives us 
today a comprehensive outline of her practical and aesthetic plans for 
developing this important work. 8 2 

One has only to ride over our country roads to see the need of this 
transformation. In the very midst of the bountiful beauties of Nature, the 
road that does not need beautifying is the exception. 

Ry working along such lines as Mrs. Pitts and others suggest, the high- 
ways of Georgia can be converted into the state’s most valuable asset, and 
to those personally engaged in this work will come delightful adventures 
and surprises and the satisfaction of knowing they are adding to the pleas- 
ure of others and contributing to the beauty. of their native land. : 

This is such a simple means of bringing so much pleasure and has 
such a friendly, hospitable charm to commend it that we should each do 
our share toward carrying out the ideal. 

First, this work of beautifying the highwaYs should be thoroughly under- 
stood, and to that end we ask you to read our page carefully, today, as the 
contributed reports and suggestions are instructive and inspfrational. 

Then the keynote of successful beautification is to know what not to do 
as well as what to do. The aim should be to pregerve all that is naturally 
beautiful and carry out Nature’s suggestions. ; 

As a result of the Lincoln and Dixie highway idea—tree-bordered, flower- 
bedecked thoroughfares: are being planned throughout the length and 
breadth of our land. 

Writing of the Lincoln highway, Senator Beveridge says: “It will sur- 
pass the Panama (“anal in direct and tangible benefits to the people living 
in this country. How very big and noble the whole work is! How enduring! 

“It has something of the eternal about it. There is a thrill in the thought 
that this labor is for the ages.” 

The General Federation of Women’s clubs through its conservation de- 
partment has undertaken to see that the Lincoln Highway from ocean to 
ocean is properly planted—each state planting to be individual. 

The organization from New York to California is.now complete, and 
in many of the states the trees to be planted have been selected. 

The combined divisions of the Dixie highway from Mackinaw City, Mich., 
to Miami, Fla., have a length of 3,989 miles, traversing eight states and 144 
counties. . 

How the Dixie way through Georgia can be made the most beautiful 
of the route in the south is the query the clubwomen are going to assist 
in answering. Let us begin by protecting and making known the glories of 
Georgfa’s trees and wild shrubs and flowers. Then, studying Nature’s ways, 
let us intensify her artistic groupings in making the roadways pleasant spots 
in the landscape instead of bare, unlovely places. 

Mrs. Pitts tells us what is already being done to further this ideal; how 

personal enthusiasm and pride are being awakened in this new activity, 
and how we may apply the experiences and suggestions of others to beauti- 
fying our Georgia highways. 

We want to give our roadways an atmospnere or cnarm and. friendli- 
ness, knowing that the first impression of a state made by its roads is 
an important consideration. Our undulating roads over hills and through 
dales are capable of very beautiful treatment., We have only to use the 
native trees and shrubs indigenous to our soils to have the environment of 
riches we need. Always there is the effective background of the evergreen 
pine that makes the view attractive, then the great variety of trees from 
which to choose borders of permanent beauty and value, and the closer 
touch of shrubs and vines. Discover the best features in the deep woods 
and copy them where they may be revealed along the highways, having ‘a

In the first article referred to, the 
statement is made concerning. compul- 
et education that Germany has car- 
ried it to its logical 2 ro- 
sulting in miflitariam which we now 
deplore. It is further implied that 
compulsory education is merely the 
doctrine of educational hobbyists and 
must not be permitted. The history 
of this doctrine will show that prob- 
ably the first pebdple to use it were the 
Jews in the first century after Christ. 
The Jews have ever been noted for the 
great stress placed upon the sacredness 
of the family. Compulsory education 
was instituted by them for the religious 
interests of the children and the peo- 
ple. In modern times compulsory edvy- 
cation is a child of Protestantism. It 
was advocated by Martin Luther in his 
great movement giving Protestantism 
to the world. He advocated that if 
parents were not willing to give to 
children the ability to read and study 
the scriptures for themselves, these 
parents should be compelled to do so, 
and the state was the proper agent 
to compel them. Saxony was the Arat 
state to respond to this new doctrine. 
Wherever a great leader of Protestant- 
ism sprang up, a. great interest in 
public education was stimulated, and 
nearly always did compulsory educa- 
tion follow. Zwingli may be cited as 
such a great reformer in Switzerland, 
and no 222 in modern times can be 
held up as better examples of the high 
place they. give to the family than 
can the Swiss. John Knox was the 
great Protestant reformer in Scotland, 
and as a result, public education is 
vastly superior in otland when com- 
as with England and Ireland. This 
deal started by Luther spread to the 
3 countries, and compulsory 
education has dominated in Germany, 
Switzerland, Holland, Sweden, etc. 
these illiteracy has been almost en- 
tirely removed. The extreme militarism 
of Germany cannot be said to be the 
logical result in all these countries. In 
fact, instead of the principle being one 
which enslaves man it is the one which 
gives him the greatest freedom through 
enlightenment.

OF ALASKA. 


HE same month that witnessed the 
withdrawal of the troops of 
France from Mexico saw final ar- 


rangements made for the withdrawal 
of ussia from the Pacific coast o 
North America. 

On the 30th of March, 1867, a treaty 
was agreed upon between r. Sewar 
and the Russian minister at Washing- 
ton for the sale of Alaska to the United 
States for the sum of seven millio 
two hundred thousand dollars in gold. 

In May the treaty wae ratified, and 
in th Following October formal trans- 
fer of the great territory was effected. 

Mr. Monroe had checked the move- 
ment of Russian poner southward upon 
the Pacific coast by his message of 
. and in the forty odd years which 

ad elapsed since that notable an- 
nouncement of the supremacy of the 
United States in the western hemis- 
here the government at St. Petereburg 

ad grown very indifferent to the re- 
tention of the bleak fragment of Amer- 
ica left in its hands—so far away, so 
difficult, it might be, of defense. 

Informal communications in regard 
to its sale had passed between the two 
governments so long ago as 1858. Rus-

he deep effects wrought by Mr.

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Where the new rulers acted with less 
assurance and immunity or with small- 
er resources at hand, debts grew more 
Slowly, but the methods of spoliation 
were everywhere much the same, and 
with the rise of debts went always the 
disappearance of all assets wherewith 
to pay them. 

Treasuries were swept clean. Im- 
mense grants were made in aid of pub- 
lic works which were never complet- 
ed, sometimes not even begun. ail- 
ways were subsidized, and the subsi- 
dies, by one device or another, con- 
verted into outright gifts, which went 
into the pockets of those who had pro- 
cured them, not into the building or 
equipment of the road. 

A vast burden of debt was piled up 
for coming generations to carry; the 
present generation was much too poor 
to rey anything. 

e real figures of the ruin wrought 
no man could get at. It was not to be 
expressed in state taxes or state debts. 
The increase in the expenditure and in- 
debtedness of counties and towns, of 
school districts and cities, represented 
an aggregate greater even than that of 
the ruinous sums which had drained 
the treasuries and mortgaged the re- 
sources of the governments of the 
states, and men saw with their own 
eyes what was going on at their own 
doors. 

What was afoot at the capitals of 
their states they only read of in the 
newspapers or heard retailed in the 
gossip of the street, but the affairs of 
their own villages and country-sides 
they saw corrupted, mismanaged, made 
base use of under their very eyes. 

There the negroes themselves were 
the office holders, men who could not 
so much as write their names and who 
knew none of the uses of authority ex- 
cept its insolence.. 

It was there that the policy of the 
congressional leaders wrought its per- 
fect work of fear, demoralization, dis- 
gust, and social revolution. 


THE TENURE > 


OF OFFICE ACT. 


O one who thought justly or tol- 
erantly could think that the ver- 
itable overthrow of civilization 

in the south had been foreseen or de- 
sired by the men who had followed Mr. 
Stevens and Mr. Wade and Mr. Morton 
in their policy of rule or ruin. 

That handful of leaders it was, how- 
ever, hard to acquit ef the charge of 
knowing and intending the ulnous 
consequences of what they hag anned.

They were proof 
against both fact and reason in their

News of what was going on in the 
south was not slow to make its way to 
the ears of the country at large; but 
the editors of northern nagwspapers at 
first refused to credit what“hey heard. 

en dismissed the reports w an easy 
augh, as simply the south’s cry of 
exasperation that the negro should 
have been given the ballot and the 
power to rule. 

But incredulity grew more and more 
difficult, the accounts of what was go- 
i on grew more and more circum- 
stantial; proof came close upon the 
heels of rumors and opinion began to 
veer unsteadily. 

It shifted not only because of the dis- 
quieting news that came from the south, 
but also because of the desperate strain 
me government itself was put to at 

ashington by reason of the open 
breach and warfare between the pres- 
ident and congress. 

The masterful men who led the con- 
gressional ority had not eontented 
themselves th putting such laws as 
they chose upon the statute books de- 
spite the president’s vetoes; they had 
gone much further and taken steps to 
make the president a mere figurehead 
even in administration and put them- 
selves in virtual control of the execu- 
tive personnel of the government, 

Along with the reconstruction act of 
1867, which placed the government of 
the southern states in their hands, they 
had forced through, over the presi- 
dent’s veto, a tenure of office act which 
deprived the president of the power 
of removal from office except by the 
advice and with the consent of the sen- 
ate. 

ve even to cabinet officers a fixed 
tenure te four years. They could be 
dismissed within the four years of the 
presidential term only by the consent 
of the senate. 


THE IMPEACHMENT 
EPISODE. 

E tenure of office act was a de- 
liberate reversal of the constitu- 
“tional practice of more than two 
generations.

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openly a partisan of the radical leaders 
in congress, and set himself to defeat 
the president at his own couneil table. 

He administered the affairs of his 
department as if he considered it an 
independent branch of the government; 
carried out the instructions of the 
president with regard to the gouth in a 
way to discredit as much as possible 
the policy which — 77 embodied; and 
seemed bent upon maintaining the de- 
partment of war as a sort of counter- 
poise to the presidency itself until a 
man acceptable to the republican ma- 
jority in the houses should come to the 
head of the government. 

Mr. Johnson had wished from the first 
to be rid of. him, but had wished also 
to preserve unbroken the tradition of 
policy handed on to him from Mr. Lin- 
coln, and had hesitated to ask for his 
resignation. a 

He determined now to make Mr. 
Stanton’s case a case for the test of his 
prerogative and of the tenure of office 
August (1876), during the congression- 
al recess, he demanded Mr. Stanton's 
resignation. 

Mr. Stanton refused to resign, and 
the president suspended him frem of- 
fice, as the terms of the act itself per- 
mitted, putting General Grant in his 
place, 

When congress reassembled in De- 
cember the senate refused to sanction 
the removal, and Mr. Stanton resumed 
his office. 

The president once again issued an 
order for his removal, and Mr, Stanton 
again refused to quit his office, appeal- 
ing to the house for protection. 

Vobruary 84, 1868, the house vot- 
ed to impeach the president for high 
crimes and misdemeanors. 

His only offenses were that he had 
added to his vetoes unmeasured abuse 
of the heuses and their leaders and 
that he had disregarded an act of con- 
A in his removal of Mr. Stanton; 

ut the impeachment had been resolved 
upon as a political, not ae a judicial, 
process of removal, in passion, not in 
cool zudgment—in the epirit of the men 
who in Mr. Jefferson's day had sought 
to make it a means of party mastery 
agalnat the judges of the federal 
courts, 

From the 6th of March toe the 16th 
of May the yaenitving trial dragged on. 

Even while it pended the president 
went incorrigibly up and down the 
country apeaking with his aceustome 
unguarded passién and open defiance o 
every one concerned against him in the 
long series of controversies which had 
brought the trial on. 

Fortunately there were men among 
the republicans of the senate who put 
their consciences as lawyers and their 
scruples as statesmen before their al- 
legiance to their party leaders. 


SUFFRAGE FOR 
THE FREEDMEN. 


N the 16th of May the impeach- 
ment broke down. The first test 
vote was taken; seven republi- 

can senators voted with the ten demo- 
erats of the upper house against the 
thirty-five republican senators who 
cast their votes for conviction. 

The managers had failed to secure 
the two-thirds necessary to ; convict, 
and a verdict of acquittal was entered. 

The secretary of war resigned his 
office, and the contest was 4 
rned out, the president’s 
8 ed Weg B44, public 

ter the failure of the 

en . n the republi- 

nating convention met at Chi- 

cage which was to namé a candidate 

for the presi dentin} term to begin on 
the 4th of March, 1869. 

It nominated General Grant unani- 


mously and with genuine enthusias 
because he was a faithful offieer an 


democrat, not a. republican, as party 
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lines had been drawn upon the issue 
of reconstruction; t the democrats 
wanted him for another term as little 
as the republicans did. Their conven- 
tions nominated Mr. Horatio Seymour, 
of New York, a man of high character 
and unimpeachable reputation in af- 
fairs, and went to the country on the 
question of reconstruction. 

The result no one seriously doubted 
from the first. 

Few voters in the republican ranks 
at the north had as yet suffered them- 
selves to see anything in Mr. Stevens’ 
plan of Thorough to daunt either their 
taste or their principles; the votes o 
most of the southern states then re- 
constructed were turned over to the re- 
publican candidate, as expected, by the 
negro voters; and Mr. Seymour obtain- 
ed but eighty pallets in the electoral 
college to General Grant's two hundred 
and fourteen, 

It was a significant thing, gever⸗ 
theless, that in a total popular Wte of 
more than 5,700,00 General Grant’s 

alority was but little more than three 
8 thousand. Mr. Seymour had 
carried New. York and New Jersey at 
the center of the old union. 

A slight shifting of the winds of 
opinion might bring weather on which 
the policy of reconstruction devised in 
congress could not survive. 

But a more normal season seemed at 
hand. The country was to have at 
least peace at its sapital, a president 
trusted by the leaders of congress. Mr. 
Johnson's tempestuous and _ troubled 
term was over, and a plain soldier 
again at the head of the government. 

Congress did not wait for General 
Grant’s inauguratio however, to g0 
forward with its policy of reconstruc- 


on. 
Before the end of February, 1869, 
(Febr 256th) it proposed to the 
states a fifteenth amendment intended 
to lay in the econatitution itself the 
foundation of negro suffrage, which 
ad as yet only the support of the re- 
construction acts of 1867, mere stat- 


utes. 

“The right of citizens of the United 
States to Vote,“ so ran its terms, “shall 
not be denied or abridged by the United 


Btates or any state on account of race, 
color, or previous condition of servi- 
u * 


e,’ 

New Jersey Delaware Maryland, 
Kentucky, Ca ifornia and Oregon re- 
ected it; Tennessee did not act upon 
t; but thirty of the thirty-seven states 
accepted it, and it became part of the 
constitution. 

Virginia, Georgia, Mississippi and 
Texas had not yet been reconstructed 
to the satisfaction of congress; the ac- 
ceptance of this new amendment, ac- 
cordingly, the enactment in perpetuity 
ef the principle of the reconstruction 
act, was e a condition precedent 
to their readmission te congress, at 
the acceptance of the thirteenth amend- 
ment, which gave the negroes their 
freedom, and of the fourteenth, which 
made them citizens of the United States 
and of the states of their residence. 
had been. This, too, was to be part of 
the hard-driven bargain of reconstruc- 
tion before the republican leaders 
would be satisfied. 

The dominance of the negroes in the 
south was be made a principle of 
the very constitution of the union. 


THE KU KLUX — 
KLAN. 
LONG year went by before three- 
A fourths of the states ratified the 
radical fifteenth amendment, but 
the necessary votes came in at last, and 
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on the 80th of March, 1870, the new 
article was officially declared in force. 

The price of the policy to which it 
gave the final touch of permanence was 
the temporary disintegration of south- 
ern society and the utter, apparently 
the irretrievable, alienation of the south 
from the political party whose mastery 
it had been Mr. Stevens’ chief aim to 
perpetuate.

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Whole Hills Are Being Dug 

Away and Vast Fills Made 
in Construction of What 
Will Be America’s Most 
Picturesque Race Track.

Lakewood park, which laid dormant 
for 25 years, now presents a scene of 
bustling activity. 

Several steam shovels, scores of 
mule carts on miniature railway tracks 
and hundreds of convicts are busy as 
bees hurrying to completion what will 
be the most picturesque egg-shaped 
race course in America. 

So far as is known, this will be the 
only race track in the world built en- 
tirely around water. 

Besides its natural beauty it will 
have other advantages on grand cir- 
cuit derbies throughout Amertea. The 
surrounding hills make a natural am- 
phitheater similar to an inverted bowl 
half-filled with water. Every part 
of the big course is visible from almost 
any point on these hills, which are 
beautified by a growth of stately Geor- 
gia pines and large oaks. 


WHOLE HILLS 
DUG AWAY. 


Approximately 100,000 cubic yards 
of earth are being removed. Hillsides 
are being dug out by giant steam 
shovels and in some instances whole 
hills are slashed away to make room 
for Dixie’s greatest derby. -- 

At present the big lake is drained in 
order to facilitate the construction of 
four sections of the race track which 
pass as many arms of the lake. The 
fact that the course will pass over 
water in four places will lend to its 
beauty. Great fills are being made at 
“these points. Trestles are built out 
into the lake bed, and mule carts on 
small railway tracks continually ply 
their courses out upon these trestles, 
unloading the dirt, which will make 
the base of the big track. Some of 
these trestles run as high as forty feet 
in the air. 

Atlanta was declared a link in the 
grand circuit last December, and races 
are scheduled for the Southeastern fair 
which will take place next October. 

The grand circuit will end its sea- 
son in Atlanta during the week of Oc- 
tober 16. The best trotters and pacers 
in the nation will be assembled in 
Lexington, Ky., during the week ending

daily busy laying plans and staking 


out the land for the building of this 
underpass, and the construction of a 
60-foot boulevard from the southern 
end of the proposed underpass to the 
Lakewood Park.

In every sewage disposal plant sew- 
age sludge is decomposed by nature 
through oxidizing agencies. Were it 
not for this one creat agency of nature 
which burns up the offensive part of 
sewages the odor would make it im- 
possible for people to live in congested 
communities. 5 

It has remkined for an Atlantan t 
utilize mature’s workings to its last 
degree. This Atlantan has ingeniously 
harnessed the energy collected from the 
gewage coming from the city of Atlanta 
in what is known as the Peachtree 
creek and Tan Yard branch draining 
districts. 

His name is Charles C. Hommon, 
and he is chemist and bacteriologist 
im the city construction department. 

Through his ingenious machinery Mr. 
Hommon proves conclusively that na- 


ture is more than willing to not only 
oxidize offensive parts of our sewages, 
but that she is willing to furnish ener- 
sy to aceelerate her own usefulness 
in this respect, as well as furnish en- 
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ergy for the entire operation of sewage 
disposal plants, even to the small item 
of furnishing fuel for cooking purposes. 


WHAT SEWER GAS 
IS NOW DOING. 


And this is what is being done at the 
Peachtree Creek disposal plant, today. 
Mr. Hommon has installed his machin- 
ery here and Atlanta’s sewers are fur- 

ener sufficient to do the 
following work, and only one-third of 


the energy available at this plant 


has so far been harnessed: 


will be busy widening this road, and 
laying a hard surface pavement upon 
it. This will join South Pryor street 
in a continuous boulevard to the heart 


of Atlanta 

At the park hundreds of workmen 
are engaged in erecting new buildings 
which are tot be a part of the great 
fair of next fall. The fair association 
is building this vear two big pavilions, 
in addition to the race horse pavilion. 
In one pavilion will be held the swine 
show and in the ather the cattle show. 
The two conerete units to the fair 
érected last year will house no animals 
this year, but will be used as the lib- 
eral arts building and the agricultural 
exhibits bullding. 7 

In “Larkland,” which is to be the 
joyland of the fair,.dozens of conces- 
sions have been let out to amusement 
companies, who are busy erecting 
Places of amusement. The big roller- 
coaster is well under way, and founda- 
tions are being laid for the old mill. 

An out-of-town firm is trying to buy 
the privilege of building a dancing pa- 
vilion in the middle of the lake, which 
will be in the nature of a big house- 
boat. 

It will be necessary to hold the pouj- 
try show and the dog show in big 
tents this fall. 5 

The two great Duildings built last 
year will only house the dericultural 
exhibits and the trade exhfbits. They 
are the largest units of the fair, the 
other seven units to be housed in the 
building that the fair association ex- 
pected to be built by the city of Atlanta 
this year, which would make it a com- 
plete fair and self-sustaining. This 
building, which the fair association 
holds it had every reason to believe 
that the 1916 council would appropriate 
to build, is the “missing link“ of a 
complete fair. machinery, and without 
it the fair association. cannot operate 
at a profit, according to Ivan E. Allen, 
president of the’ association. 


IVAN ALLEN 
DID IT. 


Ivan E. Allen, president of the 
Southeastern Fair assoctation, is given 
credit for originating the idea of hold- 
ing a big fair in Atlanta at which 
should be displayed the agricultural 
and industrial wealth of the southeast- 
ern section. 

‘He has deen steadily behind the 
movement to establish this big fair, 
which soon is to be a reality in every 
sense of the word. Mr. Allen has also 
been prominently identified with many 
of the important projects of the Atlan- 
ta Chamber of Commerce. 

By the opening of fall Atlantans will 
see a new Lakewood at the old Lake- 
wood park, where a great fair will be

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dreds of brass jets are, thus enabling 
nightwatchman to see all over the 
grounds at once. 5 

And plans are now under way to fur- 
nish extra energy to the oxidizing pro- 
cesses of nature by this same energy 
which nature furnishes, thus accelerat- 
ing nature’s process of burning up the 
offensive parts of sewage. It is ex- 
pected that this scheme when put into 
practice will revolutionize the operation 
of sewage disposal plants throughout 
America. | 

Mr. Hommon has harnessed a gas— 
very similar to marsh gas—which aris- 
es from oxidizihg processes under- 
gone by sewage sludge when it sinks 
into the decomposition chambers of the 
Peachtree Creek Disposal plant. The 
gas has been tested as to its composi- 
tion and heating values and is found to 
be ample for laboratory uses, and all 
uses that it has been so far put to. It 
was found by these tests that it.con- 
tains more thermo] units than ordinary 
city gas. 

The history of Mr. Hommon’s discov- 
ery dates as far back as the year 1910, 
when the oity accepted plans for the 
construction of the three sewage puri- 
fication Plants now in service. Some 
form of heat was necessary for the 
Bunsen burners In the laboratories for 
tests and for the distilled water-ippa- 
ratus used. City gas was first consid- 
ered, but owing to the location of the 
various plants, all being several miles 
outside of the city, the cost to get this 
connection made it prohibitive. It was 
decided to use gasoline for laboratory 
purposes and the mechanical equip- 
ment necessary for properly vaporiz- 
ing gasoline was installed at considera- 
ble expense. 

Electricity was used for lights and 
power to run the pumps and heat for 
the incubators used to grow the various 
forms of bacteria necessary in the 
plant operation. For heating the labo- 
ratory and care-takers’ buildings, wood 
and coal was used. 

The cost of gasoline and wood and 
coal was very high and figured con- 
siderably in the cost per capita per year 
of treatment of this sewage. However, 
the cost now has been considerably re- 
duced. 


BIG SAVING 
IN MONEY. 


Mr. Hommon began to think how the 
cost could be lowered; and the high 
expense of buying gaégoline, coal and 
wood and electricity for lighting pur- 
poses, heating and power reduced. 

He figured that in the process of 
burning up the offensive part of sew- 
age in the plant that the by-product 
gas could be utilized for these purposes. 

Offensive animal and vegetable mat- 
ter ia rushed to the sewer disposal 
plant at the rate of eight feet per 
second in a sufficient amount of water 


rate of five feet per minute, allow- 


all the vegetable and animal matter 


composition to marsh gas, which comes 
in all stagnant pools where vegetable 
matter is decaying. 

On day Mr. Hommon went down 
into one of the thirty sewer vents at 
the plant, caught a bottle full of gas, 
and carried it to the laboratory, where 
with proper apparatus and the applica- 
tion of a match, he developed a nice 
blue flame. He then secured an iron 
pipe and connected it to an irén cover 
placed over one of the sewer vénts, 
which pipe was connected direct to the 
gas burners in the laboratory, and 
gasoline was thereby replaced. . 

Next he harnessed five more vents 
in a similar manner. The use of the 
gas was extended to replace coal and 
wood for heating both laboratory and 
the caretaker’s house. There was only 
one objection foun@ to his new dis- 
covery, and that was the variation in 
pressure of the flow of gas. 

Mr. Hommon is now convinced th 
he sees lower operating cost for ite 
Peachtree Creek Disposal plant. /He 
took the.matter up with the heads of 
the construction department, and se- 
cured their approval to install a stor- 
age tank of sufficient capacity to sup- 
ply an even pressure in the flow of 
gas, and all present needs. Five more 
tanks were harnessed, and heating, 
cooking and lighting with the gas 
was installed in the caretaker’s resi- 
dence. Next, heating and lighting for 
water distillation was added to the 
laboratory equipment, and the expen- 
sive gasoline equipment was aban- 
doned. 


FILTER BEDS 


JLLUMINATED. 


The gas was substituted to heat the 
electric incubators. Now ‘the three 
acres of filter beds, which contain sev« 
eral thousand dollars’ worth of brass 
sprinkler heads, have been illuminated 
by gas burners, qiabling the night- 
watching to prevent loss by theft of 
the valuable brass sprinklers. 

Plans are now approved by the con- 
struction department to equip one tank 
with compressed air by the ald of a 
Gas engine to carry on experiments 
along the new line of sewage treat- 
‘ment, which is meeting with favor 
among expert: sanitary engineers, and 
is known as the “activated sludge proc- 
ess.” This process is keeping the de- 


composing sludge in motion and sup- 8 


Plying oxygen to expedite and make 
more complete its decomposition. The 
very same gas that is given off by na- 
ture’g oxidation process will be auth 
ized to more fully oxidize the sludge. 

A plan is also under way now to 
eliminate trouble arising in the sludge 
drying beds throughout the rainy win- 
ter months. An effort will be made to 
get the necessary appropriation for 
equipping the present sludge drying 
beds with a system of steam coils which 
will be operated by a boiler, using gas 
for fuel.

of cost of city gas, is equal to $36 a 
day. Its utilization as carried on at 
the present time is saving the city con.

her experiences.

E live so much in the unreal, 
WV the fanciful consciousness, 
that it would seem that we 
live simultaneously in two worlds. 
I have had strange experiences with 
the two worlds clamoring for recog: 
nition, The material, the every day, 
matter-of-fact consciousness, I have 
seen frequently thrust aside to give 
place to the spiritual, all-knowing in- 
telligence. 

I suppose everyone must have wit-

You can keep them out and 
rid your premises also of all flies, 
mosquitoes, water bugs, roaches, 
fleas or any other such pests with 
a simple and {nexpensive spray. Not 
only that but the farmer and the or- 
chardist can keep down the enemies 
of his crops and his livestock in the 
same way. 


“I haven't done anything very won- : 
derful,” continued Mr. Ormont, “for

I advise in the war on bugs. I sim- 
ply take carbon-bisulphide, one of 
Dr. Brooke’s ingredients, and mix it 
with water.

The dis- 
covery was made by me, accidenial- 
ly, when I was trying to find out 
something else. That's all there is 
to it. You know what carbon-bisul- 
phide will do to all insect life.

Entirely too easy! Flies would 
have been put out of business long 
ago if that were all there was to do. 
In the first place even if you could 
stand the odor of carbon-bisulphide, 
which is potent enough “to wake the 
dead, you wouldn't know how to 
make it mix with water. And if you 
didn’t do that the drug is so volatile 
that it would evaporate before it had 
a chance to affect any except the 
flies that happened to be in close 
proximity at the moment of exposure. 

Then again its explosive nature is 

‘against its use in the original state. 
Carbon-bisulphide is the only really 
effective agent for destroying rests 
of ants and tree borers, To use it 
one has to pour it into a hole and 
plug up the hole instantly. At that 
you lose a ‘large percentage of the 
product through evaporation, as 
much as 50 per cent. ordinarily, and 


that makes it an expensive agent for 


getting rid of borers in a large or- 
chard or park. iss 
But when mixed with water -it

the water does. The smell is still 
there, however, and before it can 
come into gengral use that trouble 
must be overcome. That's easy, too, 
the chemist says, as a neutral agent 
can be added that will emit an agree- 
able perfume, instead of the sicken- 
ing odor of the carbon-bisulphide and 
at the same time be quite as deadly 
to the bugs or flies. 

J have made up a little and sent 
samples to several of .the agricul- 
tural experiment stations in the 
South where bugs are still active in 
the open, and will send some to the 
bureau of entomology in Washington 
to have them try it out,” says Mr. 
Ormont. “Some friends/of mine have 
made very satisfactory experiments 
with it, and two or three reported un- 
favorably. One wrote to me that in 
spraying to kill rose bugs he fatally 
injared some nasturtiums.

Among all the princely possessions of the 
old-time cotton planters in the ante bellum 
days one of the most noted was the Coving- 
ton plantation on the Alabama river.

Later he went to school at Fort 
Leavenworth, where he was at the outbreak 
of the Spanish war. He rejoined his treop 
and with it, as second lieutenant, he went to 
Tampa. His brigade commander made him 
a staff aide, which gave him many oppor- 
tunities during the Santiago campaign. This 
brigade commander commanded the attack 
on San Juan and one of Andrews’ jobs was 
to ride back and bring up the second brigade 
at whose head he found the Rough Riders, 
under Colonel Roosevelt, whom he guided 
into position for the coming assault upon the 
trenches, in which they played an equal part 
with the regulars, 

It was in 1899 that he received an ap- 
pointment as major of volunteers and it was 
then that he got his first lesson in traini 
citizen soldiery.

Freedom Is Necessary. 


Perfect freedom of body and limb 
is positively necessary to the growing 
child. Do not constrict their chests 
with tight corset waists, their shoul- 
ders with braces or their legs with 
tight garters. 

The round elastic garter should 
never be worn either above or below 
the knee. They interfere to such an 
extent with the circulation of the 
blood as to often cause injury to the 
veins of the legs, which will take 
months and even years to cure. The 
garters should always hang from the 
waist and then never be pulled so 
tight as to cause any feeling of strain. 


Knitted Underwear Best. 


Knitted underwear and waists are 
always best, because they are elastic. 
When breathing takes place, natural- 
ily the chest and abdomen enlarge, 
and the shoulders are raised. This 
is all involuntary. There must be 
room in the clothing for this expan- 
sion, and if the clothes are tight there 
is necurally too much work for-the 
respi’ ry organs. 

roter shoes are another very im- 
portant item in the outfit of the grow- 
ing boy or girl. Always be sensible in 
your selection, and at the first sign 
of the very prevalent “flat foot“ go to 
a physician, or got the properly made 
“orthopaedic” shoe, which in time 
will remedy this defect.
